1. This Office Action is in response to the Applicant's Amendment filed 11/16/10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3 and 5-15 are allowed. The closest prior art is disclosed by Ong et al. 
(US 4,983,482 A). Ong et al. discloses the following compound: 



(II, col. 9) such that Ar 1 = Ar 2 = C 6 -2o aromatic group (phenyl or toluene), a = b = 0, and 
R 2 = hydrogen. However, Ong et al. does not disclose R 1 to be any of the recited 
crosslinkable groups and further does not disclose oligomer/polymer comprising 
repeating groups of Formula (la) as defined by the Applicant and there is no suggestion 
to modify the structure to do so.
